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REMARKS

respectfully request reconsideration of the present application in view of the foregoing 
amendments and the following remarks.

Response to Objection to Claims 42-44 Under 35 U.S.C. 112 

The Examiner objected to Claims 42-44 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 second paragraph as being 
indefinite Applicant has changed the dependency of Claim 42 from Claim 40 to Claim 41. 
Applicant changed the dependency of Claim 432 from Claim 40 to 41. Applicant has amended 
Claim 44 to correct communication transmitter to read communication receiver. 

Accordingly, Applicants assert that Claims 42-44 are in condition for allowance, and 
Applicants request allowance of Claims 42-44. 

Rejection of Claims L 3-5 and 9 Under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 

The Examiner rejected Claims 1, 3-5 and 9 Under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by U.S. Patent No. 5,497,398 to Tzannes. Applicants assert that Claims 1, 3-5 and 9 are 
patentably distinct over Tzannes. 

In order to expedite prosecution of the allowed Claims, Applicants have canceled Claims 
1-3 and amended Claims 4, 5, and 9 to depend from Claim 6. 

Rejection of Claims 7-8 Under 35 U.S.C. 103 

The Examiner rejected Claims 7-8 under 35 U.S.C. 103) as being anticipated by the prior 
art. Applicants assert that the cited prior art does not teach or suggest the inventions recited in 
Claims 7-8. 

In order to expedite prosecution of the allowed Claims, Applicants have amended Claims 
7 and 8 to depend from Claim 6.
